INFLATION  -

Money  is  one  of  the  most  useful  inventions  of  man  and  one  of  the  most 
dangerous  .Money  has  given -Man  comfort,  lei  sure  and  luxury  and  also  caused 
unhappiness, worry  and  misery.  , , 

Money  or  currency  has  hse?  in  existence  for  more  than  2,000  years.lt 
is  a medium  of  exchange  for  securing  our  wants  without  the  means  of  barter. 

The  rord  inflation  is  very  loosely  used  by  all  of  us  .In  tile  broadest 
sense  it  means  any  general  rise'  in  prices  or  improvement  of  business  condition] 
On  the  other  hand  anything  that  tends  to  slow  up  business  or  depress  prices  is 
called  deflation. 

Back  in  the  year  352  BlC.  the  Homans  decided  to  filliminate  the  debt 
problems  by  a heavy  issue  of  money  which  led  to  a price  inflation.  Later  in 
60  A.D.  Nero  removedjlO^  of  the  silver  in  the  denarius  and  substituted  a baser 
metal  and  50  year^jflfcnere  remained  less  than  1#  silver.  As  a result, the  public 
hoarded  the  good  money  and  used  the  cheaper  money. There  being  no  Banks  then,  thr 
good  money  was  buried  and  ever  since  the  collapse  , excavators  have  been 
unearthing  hoards  of  Roman  coins, many  of  them  bright  and  uncirculated. 

England  and  France  had  inflation  periods, namely  the  Mississippi  Co.ani 
the  South  Sea  Bubble.  The  latter  did  not  concern  currency  but  prices  and  real 
estate  doubled  and  tripled  in  prioe  . 

In  1775  the  Ameri oan  colonies  were  using  foreign  coins  and  various 
types  of  coins  and  currency  issued  by  the  colonies  themselves. When  War  broke 
out,  the  Continental  Congress  met  in  Philadelphia  and  decided  to  start  printing 
currency  at  a tremendous  rate  to  alleviate  the  expem se • The  various  colonies 
followed  suit  and  issued  their  own. The  money  was  to  be  used  at  par  with  the 
threat  of  punishment  for  those  who  ref used. The  currency  depreciated  so  rapidly 
that  by  1778  the  Continental  $1  was  worth  only  16 0 in  the  North  and  12#  in  the 
South,  and  one  year  later  exchanged  fbr  5 # in  gold. Debts  were  easy  to  pay  if 
the  creditors  could  be  persuaded  or  forced  to  tke  the  currency  in  payment.  In 
1780  prices  were  way  out  of  proportion  fbr  exanple  in  Bos  ton,  corn  sold  for 
$150  a bushel, butter  $12  a pound, flour  $1,575  a barrell,a  new  suit  and  hat 
cost  $2000  while  in  the  South  a pair  of  shoes  cost  $5,000 .The  expression 
"Not  worth  a Continental"  originated  from  these  times. 

In  17  91  France  had  another  financial  panic  and  in  1797  England  was 
forced  to  suspend  gold  payments  in  order  to  avert  a crisis. 

When  the  War  of  1812  broke  out,  the  Congress  was  faced  with  the  same 
situation  as  before  and  voted  me  iss-uanoe  of  currency  by  State  Banks  but  it 
was  not  controlled  and  so  much  was  Issued  that  it  had  to  be  suspended  2 yrs .Sac 
later. 


In  1860, when  Abraham  Lincoln  was  elected  the  southern  banks  began  a 
steady  Withdrawal  of  funds  from  the  northern  banks  which  started  a deflation 
of  currency. The  government  was  forced  to  pay  as  high  as  12#  interest  .in  order 


to  borrow. Treasury  notes  were  issued  in  1860  and  became  knowin  as  "Greenbacks" 
because  of  the  color  of  the  ink  used. This  fiat  money  was  limited  and  never 
exceeded  $458,000,000. 

Prices  continued  to  ri  se  after  the  Civil  War  until  the  money  panic  of 
1873  and  Ihe  deflation  Which  followed  was  the  worst  that  .America  has  ever  Knows: 

The  government  authorized  the  retirement  of  the  "Greenbacks"  a tithe 
rate  off^4, 000,000  a month. By  1879  the  government  currency  was  on  the  pame 
parity  as  gold.More  than  half  of  all  the  ^Greenbacks"  issued  are  still  out- 
standing namely  $346,000,000. 

All  the  nations  in  tlB  world  experienced  inflation  during  World  War  I 
with  the  exception  of  Great  Britian  and  United  States**®  whoexperienced 
postwar  depression. 

The  most  outstanding  example  of  inflation  oocured  in  Germany  where 
prices  rose  to  16  trilion, 600  billion  times  prewar  quotations  in  marks. Before 
the  war  the  German  Mark  was  based  on  gold  and  worth  23#. The  total  outstanding 
currency  amounted  to  6 billion  marks. By  1920  the  mark  was  only  wotth  1#  gold, 
and  by  1924,  40  billion  marks  were  only  wotth  l#.All  ths  mortgages  in  Germany 


been  paid  wi  th  1#  American  money.  A box  of  matches  sold  for  6 billii 


marks  which  you  recall  was  the  total  amount  in  circulation  at  the  beginning 


This  total  increased  to  5L8  billions  of  bill  ions. Prices  even  changed  during 
the  day  .An  article  would  increase  10  billion  marks  during  the  day. Interest 
rates  rose  to  900$. Savings  that  had  accumulated  over  a lifetime  might  buya 
pack  of  cigarettes  and  Life  Insurance  policies  maturing  would  not  purchase  a 
handhwr chief • The  public  converted  the  money  in  tangible  goods  and  real 
estate  as  fast  as  possible. The  speculators  borrowed  money  to  buy  real  estate 
or  factories  and  then  paid  off  thfcir  debts  with  the  worthless  money  .Bust  ness 
was  booming. xhe  middle  class  suffered  the  most, the  poor  had  little  to  lose 
and  most  businesses  emerged  with  all  debts  cleared. 

in  America  after  tte  War  we  had  a small  depression  in  1921  for  two 
years, then  the  prices  rose  and  inflated  until  tile  crash  in  1929.

In  these  times  we  use  bank  credit  to  a far  greater  extent  than  the 
familiar  dollars  and  coins.  The  deposits  in  the  banks  on  Jan.1,1943  were 
$60  billioh  whereas  the  currency  in  circulation  totaled  $15  billion  or  4, of 
which  $1  billion  600  million  was  in  hanks.These  deposits  are  mere  bank 
promises  to  pay  money  or  are  our  so  called  "Invisible  Money". They  are  not 
represented  by  currency  but  by  loans  & investments.  The  banks  if  necessary 
may  sell  them  or  borrow  on  thBm  from  Federal  Reserve  ssA  acquire  enough,  fundi 
to  meet  the  demands  of  its  depositors. 

Our  deposits  and  currency  have  increased  over  $38  billion  since  1931 
$30  billion  o^rfe presents  deposits  of  invisible  money. The  main  reason  for 
this  iporease  is  through  Government  borrowing.Eaoh^time  the  .government 
borrows  from  the  banks, the  deposits  are  inoreasedtOT^go^i^^Tres  about 
$ 40  billion  additional  funds  each  year  to  run  the  war. and  if  the  war  lasts 
thru  1945,  the  total  debt  will  reaoh  about  $ 195  hi  11  ion  .There  are  3 solution* 
to  reduce  thi s debt,  .first  would  be  to  tax  the  wage  earners  of  with  incomes 
of  $5,000  or  less, 25#  a year  which  would  amTt  to  app.$25  Billion  and  by  1946 
would  decrease  the  debt  ajp.$75  billion. , 2nd.  by  drastic  economies  in  Federal 

third  by  raising  more  than  is  expeoted  in  voluntary  loans  bv  tie 
people. Governor  Brioker  spoke  on  the  2nd. solution  justs  last  nigh tjs tat ing 

that  the  govn1 1. should  start  economizing  by  cutting  down  of  tte  employees  in 
gov’t. which  had  increased  from  596,000  before  the  war  to  tl»  sta^ering 
total  now  of  3jj?  million. 

Every  dollar  raised  in  a War  Loan  Drive  means  that  the  Treasury  is 
not  compelled  to  bowwow  from  a bank. And  every  bond  that  is  cashed  in  requires 
vital  funds  that  are  needed  fbr  wixning  the  war. 

The  entire  problem  of  inflation  oan  be  sunmed  up  as  follows, We  must 
keep  the  creation  of  new  money  to  a minumum  during  the  War  and  then  stop  it 
as  quickly  as  possible  when  the  war  ends. 

What  this  means  is  that, 

lst.-The  Gov’t. must  economize  in  every  possible  way  that  will  no 
effect  the  winning  of  the  war. 

2nd. -We  must  all  pay  more  then  we  da  in  Federal  Taxes. 

- . 3rd. -We  must  all  lend  the  very  limit  we  oan  to  the  gov’t. and  not 

cash  in  those  bonds  except  for  the  most  urgent  personal  emergency.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I.  This  Association  shall  “be  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, and  Numismatic  Section  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a science;  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relations  among  collectors  and  students;  to  acquire  and  dissemin- 
ate numismatic  knowledge;  to  assist  and  encourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a cabinet  and  library  of  numismatic  speci- 
mens and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  III.  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  accepted  by  members  of  the  association  in  accordance  with 
the  By-Laws,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association 
upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  annual  dues  as  provided  by  the 
By-Laws,  together  with  any  initiation  fee  which  may  be  current. 

Article  IV.  Section  I,  There  shall  be  three  classifications 
of  membership  in  this  association.  They  shall  be  known  as 
Regular  and  Junior  memberships,  which  shall  be  active;  and 
honorary  membership. 

Section  II,  Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  members 
of  twenty-one  yearB  or  more  who  shall  have  full  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  Junior  membership  shall  consist  pf  members 
of  seventeen  to  twenty-one  years  of  age,  inclusively,  who  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  association 
with  the  exception  of  voting  and  holding  elective  office. 

Section  IV.  Honorary  membership  shall  consiBt  of  those 
members  selected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meeting  of 
this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  association,  with  the  exception  of  voting, 
but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  initiation  fees,  dues,  or  special 
assessments. 

Article  V,  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  curator, 
and  librarian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  in 
June  of  each  year,  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  By-Laws, 
and  who  shall  take  office  at  the  meeting  next  following  their 
el action. 

Article  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  ap- 
point -all  committees,  and  to  assume  such  further  duties  as 
usually  appertain  to  the  presiding  officers  of  assemblies. 


Article.  VII.  It  shall  be  the  dhty  of  the  vice-president  to 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  and,  during  such 
absence,  to  oerform  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

Article  VIII,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  this  association,  to  register 
the  names  of  the  members,  issue  all  notices  required,  and  to  do 
such  correspondence  as  may  be  ordered. 

Article  IX,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep 
account  of  all  monies  received  and  expended  and  to  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of 
him  by  the  association, 

Article  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  curator  to  have  sole 
Custody  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  association's  numis- 
matic collection  and  its  physical  possessions  other  than  the  library, 
and  to  arrange  and  care  for  itB  displays.  He  shall  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  collection  annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be 
required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  have 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  association's 
library,  and  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  library 
annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  associa- 
t ion. 

Article  XII,  Hach  of  the  elected  officers  of  this  association  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year.  If  any  member  shall  take  office 
at  any  time  during  the  fiscal  year  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  any 
officer,  this  office  Bhall  be  held  until  the  end  of  that  fiscal  year. 
In  case  of  a vacancy  occurring  during  the  fiscal  year  in  any  office 
other  than  the  presidency  or  vice-presidency,  such  an  office  shall  be 
filled  for  the  balance  of  that  fiscal  year  by  a special  election. 

Article  XIII.  Ho  alteration, of  this  constitution,  either  by  addition 
or  amendment,  shall  be  made  without  at  Isast  two  previous  written 
notices  of  the  meeting  when  the  oroposed  resolution  for  change  shall 
be  acted  upon.  Such  proposed  resolutions  shall  be  presented  and  read 
at  a regular  or  special  meeting  and  Bhall  be  acted  upon  at  the  second 
meeting  following.  Action  on  this  resolution  shall  be  taken  only  at 
the  meeting  designated  in  tne  written  notices  and  said  resolution 
may  be  adopted  by  a two- thirds  affirmative  vote  of  a quorum  of  the 
regular  membership  of  the  association. 

Article  XIV,  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  ten  members  or 
twenty  five  per  cent  of  the  active  resident  membership  in  good 
standing,  whichever  is  the  smaller  number. 


BY-LAWS 


Article  Ssotlpn  ,1.  The  regular  aiestings  of  this  associa- 
tion shall  he  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every 
month  except  during  July  and  August,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  II, , Special  meetings  of  the  association  shall 
"be  ordered  by  the  president  upon  the  written  request  of  five 
or  more  members  or  by  a majority  vote  of  the  regular  membership 
of  the  association  in  regular  meeting. 

Article  II,  All  regular  members  shall  pay  the  sum  of  #3„50  par 
fiscal  year  in  advance,  which  sum  shall  include  the  current 
annual  President's  medal,  such  policy  to  begin  with  the  fiscal 
year  1941-1942,  unless  the  member  joins  the  association  on 
January  first  or  later  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  when  one  dollar 
shall  be  full  payment  for  that  fiscal  year,  but  shall  not  include 
the  annual  presidential  medal.  All  junior  members  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  per  fiscal  year  in  advance.  Any  member  who 
is  three  months  in  arrears  in  his  dues  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
membership  roll. 

Article  III,  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  conform  to  the 
Constitution,  By-laws,  and  regulations  of  this  association,  or 
who  may  conduct  himself  unbefitting  a member  of  this  association, 
may  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  a quorum  meeting,  be  expelled,  but 
no  vote  shall  be  taken  without  previous  written  notice  of  the 
resolution  for  expulsion.  Before  such  vote  is  taken  the  member 
Tinder  vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In  event  of  such 
member  not  being  present  when  cited  to  appear  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  he  may  be  expelled  by  a two-thirds  vote 
of  the  quorum  meeting. 

Article  IV,  Election  to  membership  shall  be  by  an  80$  majority 
vote,  but  all  other  voting,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall 
be  with  majority  ruling.  Election  of  members  and  officers  shall 
be  by  written  ballot.  All  other  voting  shall  be  conducted  at  the 
option  of  the  members. 

Article  V,  The  fiscal  year  of  this  organisation  shall  be  from 
the  last  meeting  in  June  until  the  last  regular  meeting  in 
June  of  the  subsequent  year. 

Article  VI,  Section  I.  All  committees  ordered  by  vote  of  this 
association  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president;  all  members 
appointed  on  said  committees  must  act  unless  excused  by  a vote 
of  the  association. 
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Section  XX.  The  president  shall  appoint  a membership 
committee  consisting  of  five  members.  All  applications  for 
membership  to  the  association  shall  be  read  in  open  meeting 
and  then  referred  to  the  membership  committee  who  shall  in- 
vestigate each  prospective  member  and  shall  bring  before  the 
association  within  two  meetings  any  applications  presented  to 
them,  together  with  their  respective  report.  All  applications 
for  membership  shall  be  acknowledged  and  all  applicants  advised 
as  to  the  action  taken  on  their  request  for  membership.  The 
membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruction 
of  new  members  in  the  policies  of  the  association  and  shall 
eupply  them  with  a copy  of  the  constitution  and  furnish  them 
with  information  on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association. 

The  membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  contacting 
ill  or  unfortunate  members. 

Section  III.  The  president  shall  upon  his  election 
appoint  a chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee  for  that  fiscal 
year.  On  the  first  regular  meeting  in  April  he  shall  appoint 
two  additional  members  to  thiB  committee.  Nominations  for 
officers  shall  be  opened  the  first  regular  meeting  in  May  and 
remain  open  until  election  begins,  A slate  for  each  office  shall 
be  presented  by  the  Nominating  committee  at  the  May  meeting  mentioned 
above.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Section  IV.  The  president  shall  appoint  an  auditing 
committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  at  the  first  meeting 
in  May.  This  committee  shall  audit  the  books  of  the  treasurer 
and  the  Association's  physical  possessions  in  the  custody  of 
the  curator,  and  the  librarian.  They  shall  report  at  the  last 
meeting  in  June  of  that  same  fiscal  year. 

Article  VII.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote, 
written  notice  of  intention  for  such  alteration  or  amendment  having 
been  given  one  meeting  previous,  at  which  meeting  such  alteration  or 
amendment  shall  be  read. 

Article  VIII.  All  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  by  the 
treasurer  in  a bank  account  which  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the 
counter  signature  of  president  or  visa-president  is  necessary  in 
addition  to  the  regular  signature  of  the  treasurer,  for  the  with- 
drawal of  funds.

The  president  introduced  the  visitors  present 
Comnjittee  Reports;  The  treasurer  read  his  final  report  and  turned  a copy  over  to 
the  secretary. Eichorn  moved  and  Newell  seconded  that  the  report  be  accepted 
with  thanks . 

The  secretary  reported  on  the  number  of  members  lost  and  those  added  during  the 
past  year. 

The  curator  reported  on  the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

The  president  thanked  the  officers  and  committees  for  their  work. 

The  installation  of  officers  by  Mr .Bauer  followed. 

Mr. Bloom  assumed  the  chair  and  after  some  discussion  Bauer  moved  and  Judson 
seconded  that  we  hold  one  meeting  per  month  in  July  ahd  August. Carried. 

Lindboe  moved  and  Foster'  seconded  that  these  meetings  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday. Carried. 

After  considerable  discussion  it  was  decided  not  to  have  a picnic.
